DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 4, 11, 13 and 14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1a. Regarding claims 1 and 1 1 , prior art of record fails to show a modulation device 
and method comprising a sampling pattern generating unit configured to 
generate a sampling pattern for each of multiple types of modulation techniques, 
the sampling pattern representing information about a sampling period for 
acquiring discrete data along a temporal axis and information about a sampling 
space for acquiring discrete data along an amplitude direction , in combination 
with each and every other limitation of the claim. The claims are interpreted in 
light of the specification, especially, Fig. 6 and page 7, lines 25-30 and page 9, 
lines 6-30. 

See the corresponding bit values for QPSK with respect to 16 QAM in Fig. 6, 
where B1-B6 represent 11, B7 and B8 represent 10, B9 and B10 represent 00 
and B11-B16 represent 01. 
1b. Claims 2, 4, 13 and 14 are allowed as being dependent on claims 1 and 11 .
